Lawyers Recall Proctor Law Provides 


For Revocation if Applicant 


Makes False Affidavit. 


Since the appearance last evening 
o f the story concerning the operation 
of the new saloon iii Second street 
by B a sil Seward, William Denny and 
Curt 
Evans 
under 
two 
different 
names, local attorneys have 
com- 
. mented freely on the law 
violation. 
It has been shown that a city, coun­ 
ty and State license was taken out 
under the name of Basil Seward and 
the governments license 
under the 
name of Seward & Company. 
Attorneys point out that the three 
owners of the saloon are operating 
a “blind tiger” pure aipl simple. They 
say that any person could go into a 
justice of the peace court, file and a f­ 
fidavit against the owners charging 
the operation of a “blind tiger” and 
a constable would be compelled 
to 
close the saloon and confiscate the 
liquor on sale there. 
This is cited by attorneys to come 
under a law* passed by the legisla­ 
ture of 1907. This law provides that j 
the holding of a government license 
does not protect the seller of liquor 
from penalty inflicted by the State, 
county or city. 
The introduction of 
prime officio evidence is all that is 
necessary to convict in such case#, 
attorneys say. 
All that needs be 
done, in other 
words, is to show that a liquor deal­ 
er has been sealing without a State, 
county or city license and expected 
to be 
protected by a 
government 
license. 
Attorneys point out that 
•Judge Anderson of federal court in 
Indianapolis recently sent a man to 
the federal prison for a term of years 
for a similar violation. 
It is eited in this case that the pro­ 
prietors of the saloon might not as 
well have a State, city or county li­ 
cense as it js of no use because they 
were not taken out in the real names 
of the owner*. This is proved by the 
fact that an internal revenue officer 
demanded that a member of the firm 
take out a government license under 
the real mime of the owners of the 
saloon or be liable to prosecution. 
When this fact was made plain to one 
of tile owners he made affidavit that 
the saloon was operated by Seward & 
Company and that 
the “company” 
was composed of W. Denny and C. 
Evans. 
The records in the court 
house shown that 
the county, city 
and State license was take out in the 
name of Basil Seward. 
Attorneys say that 
the law was 
passed to make it possible to convict 
men who attempt to sell liquor and 
be 
protected by a government 
li­ 
cense alone. 
They point out all that 
needs be done iii such a case is to 
show that liquor was sold with none 
pother than a government license. 
It is declared 
that “blind tiger” 
dealers always take out a govern­ 
ment license because they fear the 
government since its penalties are 
severe and their prosecution quick 
and sure. 
The best intent of this 
law, attorneys assert, is to make it 
possible to find “blind tiger” 
oper­ 
ators.

arm- and face was burned to a pulp. 
The burns according to the attending 
hysieians are surface barns and not 
very deep. 
As these are considered 
the very worst kind of burns, they 
say Mrs. 
Stewart 
has 
very 
little 
hance of recovering. 
Mrs. Stewart was employed at the 
Carmichael home to do some house 
Wi rk and had gone to the out hou*c 
to light a fire in the wood stove. His. 
’amiichaet and daughter, Mrs. Bert 
Simpson were alone in the house at 
the time and were attracted to the 
rear of the house by the explosion. 
Mrs. Simpson was the first to reach 
the colored woman and found 
her 
coming from the out house enveloped 
in flames. 
Mrs. Stewart’s cries for help wer^ 
lathetic and the appeals attracted 
the attention “fif A. L. Riggs, 
who 
mppeiied to be passing the house at 
the time. When Mr. Riggs arrived oil 
the scene he found that Mrs. Car­ 
michael had attempted 
to 
smother 
the flames with a rug and that Mrs. 
Stewart in great agony had rolled 
over on the rug and had it under her. 
Mr. Riggs succeeded in putting out 
the flames with his overcoat and with 
the aid 
of 
Austin 
Thompson 
of 
Bloomington who arrived shortly a f­ 
ter Mr. Riggs, carried the suffering 
woman in the house. 
A cry of fire and the intense ex­ 
citement caused a fire alarm 
to be 
turned in but no damage resulted to 
the building. The frantic cries and 
utbursts of agony from Mrs. Stew­ 
art attracted the entire neighborhood 
and Hrs. Lowell M. Green and D. D. 
anOsdol arrived in a

were frantic and both suffered a se­ 
vere nervous shock.

sustained a badly burned left hand in 
taking hold of Mrs. Stewart when her 
clothing was in flames. 


Mrs. Stewart always had a pecu- 
iar aversion of a gas stove and at 


the various places she worked would 
never use gas if there was a wood 
stove in the house. 
Her preference 
nor the old fashioned wood fire is 
shown by the fact that a gas stove 
was in the same room with the wood 
stove at the Carmichael home. 
Mrs. 
Stewart 
is 
familiarly 
known 
as 
“Aunt Martha” and has worked at 
many homes doing house work. 
An 
examination o f the stove 
following 
the accident showed that the 
wood 
had not been on flee and that some 
paper which was placed on the bot­ 
tom had burned. 
It was probably a 
spark from the paper that caused 
the flash. The- coal 
oil 
cap 
was 
found on the floor besides the stove 
and the theory is that Mrs. Stewart 
poured the oil direct from the can 
into the stove.

The sixth annual report of the food 
and drug department of 
the 
state 
board of health, for the fiscal year 
ended September 30, has been tiled 
with Governor Marshall by ll. E. 
Barnard, chief chemist for the state 
board. In the introduction, Mr. Bar­ 
nard said: 
“Special effort has been made dur­ 
ing the year to develop local inspec­ 
tion work under the pure food, drug 
and sanitary laws. 
City, county and 
town health officers are deputy in­ 
spectors subordinate to this depart­ 
ment. 
This work is necessarily new 
to most of them, and because of the 
small salaries paid 
these officials, 
many have not made use of the op­ 
portunity given them to improve the 
conditions surrounding the sale and 
distribution of the food 
and 
drug 
supply. 
“A\ e have endeavored to impress 
upon the health officer his responsi­ 
bility as a subordinate of the depart­ 
ment and the co-operation we have 
secured and when it is sons tautly in­ 
creasing assures us of the ultimate 
success of our effort. 
* * * When 
the more than seven hundred health 
officers of the State come to appreci­ 
ate the great value of their work in 
just such service, we shall have de­ 
veloped a system of sanitary super­ 
vision which has 
-never 
been ap­ 
proached in any State or country, 
and which for effectiveness aud low 
cost of 
operation can 
hardly 
be 
equaled. 
It will always be necessary 
to reinforce the inspection 
service 
by laboratory control. 
It is im p o s ­ 
sible to legislate absolute honesty in­ 
to business practice.” 
The enforcement of the pure drug 
part of the laboratory’s work. Mr. 
Barnard set out, was much 
easier 
than that of enforcing the pure fold 
part as the central supply houses are 
usually at fault, and can be -handled 
easily. 
The report sets out that during the 
year, 1,608 samples of food collected 
by inspectors were examined in the 
laboratory. Of these .>26 or 32.7 per 
cent were illegal. In the collection of 
samples the inspector took only those 
which 
they 
had 
cause 
to 
believe were illegal, and the percent­ 
age of illegal foodstuffs to the entire 
food supply Mr. Barnard said, would 
be much lower than 32.7 per cent. In 
1906 the percentage of adulteration 
was 20.2 per cent; 
in 1908 it was 
25.7 }>er cent; in 1909 it was 33.8 per 
cent; 
in 1910 it was 30.9 per cent. 
Many of the samples collected this 
year were bottles of milk seized un­ 
der the new law which makes the 
presence of visible dirt prima 
facie 
evidence of adulteration.

Walter Gibson, Gary Council­ 


man, Faces Court. 


Crown Point, Ind., Dec. 12.—Charged 
with bribery in connection with the 
Dean heating franchise at Gary, Wal­ 
ter Gibson, a Gary councilman is on 
trial in the circuit court here. 
Veron von Fleet of Elkhart Is pre­ 
siding as special judge. 
Samuel B. 
Parker of South Bend, named by Gov­ 
ernor Marshall to assist Prosecutor C. 
It. Greenwald. will take an active part 
in the case. 
T. B. Dean of Louisville, 
who obtained evidence against Gibson 
by means of the dictograph in a Chi­ 
cago hotel, is the prosecuting witness. 
As a protection against possible at­ 
tempts at “jury fixing” the jurors will 
sleep in the courthouse during the 
trial. 
The case against Gibson has a 
vital bearing on the coming trial of 
Mayor T. E. Knotts and other accused 
members of his official family, who are 
to be tried later on bribery charges. 
It was intended, at first, to try Gib­ 
son at Valparaiso, but after the jury 
disagreed in the case of C. E. Willis­ 
ton, city engineer of Gary, Judge von 
Fleet decided to try Gibson here. 


INDIANA’S D E F E N S E 


Ruling Asked as to Constitutionality 
of Mine Safety Law. 
Washington, Dec. 12.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Honan of Indiana has 8-ubmitted, 
in the form of a printed brief, to the 
supreme court Indiana’s defense of its 
law regulating the width of coal mine 
entries. 
The court will be requested 
to pass on the constitutionality of the 
law at an early date. The law- was at­ 
tacked on the ground that it improp­ 
erly classified mines, requiring some 
to have entries of not less than a cer­ 
tain width and not so requiring others. 
Honan in his brief declared the class­ 
ification was justified because of the 
difference in the difficulties of mining 
in the “block coal” field.

home-made mince meat when it pays 
its money for such a product. 
The pure food board has issued the 
following definition: 
“Mince meat is

w ith chopped suet, apples an d 'other 
fruit, salt and spices and with sugar, 
syrup o f molasses and with or with­ 
out vinegar, fresh, concentrated or 
fermented fruit 
juices or 
spiritous 
liquors.” 
The question of the use of 
glucose and starch in mince meat has 
been considered and the board is of 
the opinion that these are not nor­ 
mally ingredients of mince meat and

The first symptoms

are 
when the cow acts as if she had just 
left a first class saloon and is filled 


up to the neck. 
She staggers like a 
drunken man and the condition con­ 
tinues to grow worse until the cow 
becomes mad and dashes hither and 
thither, noticing not where she is go­ 
ing. They have been known to attack 
men and horses, and in their worst 
condition are exceedingly dangerous. 


Mr. 
Nicholson 
reports 
several 
cases where cows died before they 
could be given attention in the early 
stages of the disease. In another in­ 
stance a cow, in rushing madly about, 
took a shoot for the barn, and, not 
clearing the doorway tore off a horn, 
but did not seem to notice the pain, 
so great was tile effect of the (-got 
poisoning.

W orkers’ Union, Scouts Tale That 


He Had Arranged to “Tell All He 


K new ” to the Government, Though 


He Has Turned Over the Remaining 


Records to the Officers. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 12. — Through an 
arrangem ent with representatives of 
the E rectors’ association, H. S. Hock- 
in, who succeeded John McNamara as 
secretary of the iron workers* union, 
has delivered to the United States au­ 
thorities books and papers of the iron 
w orkers’ organization that were over­ 
looked when the building wa3 search­ 
ed soon after J. .T. M cNamara’s arrest, 
and it is believed that the surrender 
was made in pursuance of an arrange­ 
m ent that guarantees Hockin immu­ 
nity from arrest. 
The United States 
district attorney says he has made no 
deal with Hockin, but there is reason 
to believe that others*, acting for him, 
have promised immunity if Hockin 
tells all he knows. 
The books and papers were removed 
secretly from the iron workers’ offices 
in the Central Life building and were 
taken in taxis direct to the federal 
building. 
United 
States 
Marshal 
Schmidt was present when the rec­ 
ords were taken from the vaults and 
placed in the taxis. 
Three taxicab 
loads were taken. 
T hat Hockin was 
in .the offices at the time and that he 
was the man who adm itted the search­ 
ers was learned from the sam e source. 
Several days ago the story became 
current that Hockin was to “tell all he 
knew ” to the government. 
Hockin 
denied to a reporter that anything of 
the kind was contemplated. 
He has 
since denied this repeatedly. 
"I do not know anything about the 
case,” he said in reply to a query as 
to w hether he was making arrange­ 
ments to "come through.” “I am not 
guilty of anything, so why should I 
fear the federal investigation?” 


No Promise of Immunity. 
District Attorney Miller also has 
denied several times that he had any 
knowledge of overtures having been 
made by the government either to or 
by Hockin to tell anything about the 
case or to turn over any evidence. 
In 
various other quarters the report was 
denied. 
It has developed that the ne­ 
gotiations which have been made with 
Hockin were without knowledge of the 
United States district attorney. 
This 
was done because the district attorney 
throughout the case has shown no dis- 
posiion to lend a kindly ear to any 
suggestions of immunity to anyone. 
W ith this attitude of the district a t­ 
torney known negotiations were han­ 
dled with the iron w orkers’ official in 
a way th at would keep the district 
attorney absolutely free from any sug­ 
gestion that “im munity” or “light pen­ 
alties” would be granted. 
A search is being made for Harry 
Underwood, 
the Jro n 
worker, 
who 
some months ago made affidavit that 
he placed the explosive under the new 
French Lick hotel after the visit of 
Hockin to French Lick, at which time 
the latter is declared to have th reat­ 
ened trouble if union labor were not 
subsfituted for the non-union men em­ 
ployed on the building. 
Hockin says 
that he once knew an iron worker 
named Underwood, but he does not re­ 
m ember his first name. 
It seems that 
Underwood belonged to a Louisville 
union, but after his arrest at French 
Lick and confession to Detective Mor­ 
gan he fled and no one seems to know 
where he how is. 
Detective Burns has reached here 
and will remain for several days to 
assist in the federal grand jury inves­ 
tigation. 
"IN) you believe the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor has made a true ac­ 
counting of the am ount collected and 
disbursed by the M cNamara defense 
fund?"
